--The crackdown on protest organizers and those who attacked troops 
or damaged property continues. Thousands have been detained. At 
least 12--and possibly many more— have been executed. Four more were 
sentenced to death in Beijing this week, at least two for iot g in 
June. Reports of secret arrests and executions 1 are widespread. 

--The_leadership situation remains fluid. Party elders, led by Deng 
Xiaoping, have reasserted control. Newly appointed 
lexers—especially P^ty chief Jiang Zemin— are getting high 
visibility, but are careful to defer to Deng. Rivalries within the 
Politburo are likely to heighten as the economy worsens and Deng and 
other elders sicken or die. y 

—The fate of ousted party chief Zhao Ziyang remains uncertain. One 
unconfirmed press report alleges that he will be "tried" by a 
Sfi^"! 1 K f ni 9 n -^ anki ng Party officials this Friday. Efforts to 
disgrace him, erode policies associated with him— especially in 
political and cultural fields— and tar him and his family with 
charges of corruption continue. Many of his "brain trusters" have 
been arrested, or have fled the country.
